Isaac  Stem,  the  voiinist  who 
so  delighted  his  audience  Friday 
night  that  he  was  (brought  back 
for  encore  after  encore,  is  am¬ 
ple  proof  that  artists  can  be  hu¬ 
man. 

After  thg  exceptionally  fine 
concert  given  by  Mr.  Stern  and 
his  accompanist,  Alexander  Za¬ 
kin,  two  members  of  the  Colon¬ 
nade  staff  rushed  backstage, 
armed  with  the  traditional  note¬ 
book  and  pencil,  prepared  to 
“beard  the  lion” — and  found  a 
lamb.  Instead  of  the  dignified, 
ogre  they  expected,  they  found 
a  very  charming  young  man  who 
obliged  them  with  a  grin  and  an 
autograph — and  an  interview. 

Mr.  Stern  was  bom  23  years 
ago  in  Russia  and  ten  months 
later  came  to  this  country  with 
his  parents  to  live  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  He  did  not,  as.  he  says, 
yearn  for  a  violin  at  the  age  of 
two.  He  did,  however,  start 
playing  the  piano  when  he  was 
six,  and  violin  when  he  was 
eight. 

Stem  studied  with  Nauom 
Blinder  of  the  San  Francisco 
Symphony  Orchestra  for  six 
years.  He  has  been  appearing  in 
concert  for  seven  or  eight  years. 
■'  For  the  past  four  years,  Stem 
has  had  Alexander  Zakin  as  his 
accompanist.  Zakin  eft  Luxem- 
iburgh  just  30  days  before  the 
Germans  arrived.  With  a  twin¬ 
kle  in  his  eye,  he  admitted,  “I 
ran  faster.” 

Stem  and  Zakin  had  just  re¬ 
turned  from  a  12,000  mile  con¬ 
cert  tour  when  they  were  asked 
to  substitute  for  'Nathan  Mil- 
stein,  who  was.  scheduled  tg  ap¬ 
pear  here,  but  was  detained  by 
iUneas.
